could only belong to a very nice 
and beautiful spider. 
Pink Queen is well named, since

The flower heads are 
much larger than those of older 
varieties; 
florets open in succes­ 
sion, giving a long life to each 
bloom. 
This new variety does not grow 
quite as tall as
